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EASTERN TURE TALK. 



Talk has already started regarding a bill to be 
introdnced in the Pennsylvania Legialatnre legal- 
izing racing and private betting in that state. 
With the prosperity of racing in New York State 
in mind and not forgetting that the sport once 
thrived at the Suffolk Park, Point Breeze and 
Pittsburg tracks nearly twenty years ago, Pennsyl- 
vania turfmen have waxed enthusiastic and are 
confident that if they are permitted to open tracks 
just outside of Philadelphia and the Smoky City 
they will reap their reward in the shape of a 
boundless finaucial harvest. A year ago a bill 
drawn on the lines of the Percy-Gray law was in- 
trodnced at Harrisburg, but it made no progress 
because it had no influential sponsors. But now 
turfmen in the Keystone State believe that there 
will be favorable action, especially if a Pennsyl- 
vania Jockey Club is organized composed of such 
well-known racing enthusiasts as A. J. Cassatt, S.S. 
Brown, P. A. B. Widener, Joseph E. Widener, B. F. 
Clyde, E. T. Stotesbury and others. It was at the 
Centenninl race meeting in 1876 at Point Breeze 
that the stables of E. J. Baldwin, Pierre Lorillard, 
George Lorillard, Oden Bowie, E. J. Clabangh, 
August Belmont, D. D. Withers, L. R. Jerome and 
others raced. The memories of these days of suc- 
cess have not entirely faded away and a revival of 
them appears to be in order. The bill to be placed 
before the Legislature at Harrisburg will bo copied 
from the present law in this state. It will not 
legalize open gambling and pool selling, but will 
permit private betting between individuals with a 
chance for a bettor to recover losses in a suit at 
law. The success of racing here will be pointed to 
as a forcible argument why the sport should be 
allowed to come to life again in Pennsylvania 
under similar stringent conditions. It is said that 
capital is ready to build one of the largest and best 
appointed race tracks in America within a half 
hour’s ride of the Quaker City as soon as the pro- 
posed bill becomes a law. 

It was learned Saturday that the Metropofitan 
Jockey Club, which controls the “Snllivan-McCar- 
ren” track near Jamaica, has just made a formal 
application to the Jockey Club for spring and fall 
dates next year. The delay in asking for dates 
created some talk recently, the impression being 
prevalent that the new track had decided to lie 
dormant for another year. But with the applica- 
tion comes the problem for the Jockey Club to solve 
of allotting dates to ail of the local racing associ- 
ations without hurting anyone’s feelings. Last 
year the Jockey Club made known the dates for the 
seasou just closed so unexpectedly that the Bnlli- 
van-McCarren combination did not have time to 
put in a request for an allotment, although it is 
doubtful if they could have gotten the new track 
ready in time to race either in the spring or in the 
fall. But the track is now practically completed 
and the owners of it say that under the law they 
expect to receive a license from the State Racing 
Commission, prior to getting dates. It has been 
said that the failure of the Metropolitan Jockey 
Club to arrange for a suitable list of stake events 
might work of its disadvantage in view of the 
position the Racing Commission and the Jockey 
Club have assumed in this matter. But the pro- 
moters of the new track, in their application for 
dates, have declared their willingness to meet all of 
the requirements with liberality. In building the 
new track at Jamaica the promoters have already 
spent nearly $'^00,000, it is said, with a further out- 
lay necessary before the gates can be opened to the 
public. lu going ahead with the work, they have 
evidently believed that they will receive recog- 
nition from the racing authorities. Work on the 
track was begun before the law was amended giv- 
ing to the Racing Commission the absolute power 
to refuse or grant a license to race after a certain 
date. That is why there is a general belief that the 
track will be formally recognized in the allotment 
of dates, which is looked for now any day. 



Bennings race track will be ploughed up during 
the coming week. Many of the horses that were to 
winter there will be taken to Marlboro, Md., where 
it is said that the climate is particularly suitable 
for the care of thoroughbreds. W. P. Burch, who 
trains for F. R. Hitchcock, is the prime mover in 
taking horses to Marlboro, and as many as fifty will 
probably winter there, August Belmont has pur 
chased fifty acres of land adjoining the Bennings 
track for $65,000 and a half mile track will be built 
upon it for the use of horses that remaiu at the 
Washington Jockey Club’s course until the opening 
of the spring meeting. 

A French sporting writer who has just arrived in 
town says that in his opinion the charges brought 
against jockeys Milton Henry and Johnny Reiff by 
the French turf authorities are without foundation. 
He says that the boys outclassed all other jockeys 
on the French tracks, and that their mounts were 
always backed in preference to those of other 
riders. He is confident that both will be cleared in 
due time. 

Senator J. H, O’Brien of Minnesota, whose horses 
raced in the east this year, will winter his entire 
stable at Gravesend. It was at Saratoga that the 
attention of the stewards was attracted to Senator 
O’Brien’s colt Hans Wagner, which won at odds of 
20 to 1, and was then suspected of having the 
“dope.” It was afterward shown that the Senator 
was not cognizant of the horse’s condition. — New 
York Sun. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF, 



Jockey C. Vandnsen, who has been riding in Austria 
during the past season has arrived at New Orleans 
He brings back glowing reports of racing in Austria 
and says ho has had a very successful season despite 
the fact that he was on the ground for three months 
for rough riding. Yandusen rode for a syndicate of 
turfman headed by Baron Ernest Von Blaskovitz. 
James Dyer, who handled Elk wood the year he won 
the Suburban for Walter Gratz, trained the stable 
which Vandnsen rode for. Vandusen will return to 
Austria next February. He said : “The people that 
I ride for have one of the finest breeding establish- 
ments in tho world. They sell a great many of 
their horses, and also have more than enough to 
race. Our stable had thirty-nine horses last spring. 
Before tho season ended wo lost four through sick- 
ness and accidents. We won every principal stake 
in Austria and Hungary, with the exception of the 
Austrian Derby. I finished third in tho Derby with 
Hazafl, but was disqualified. I rode Borevolgy in 
the Austrian Prize, Viglany in the King’s Prize, 
two of tho richest stakes in tho country. I also 
rode and won any number of other stakes. Tho 
Grand Filly Trial and numerous other stakes. 

“Wo will have one of tho largest stables in tho 
world next year. I think we will have greater 
snccess next ssasoD than this. We won $99,000 in 
purses alone, which was more than any other stable 
in that country has over won. -The horses that will 
start in all of the principal stakes next year have 
already been picked out. They will bo prepared 
for one race only. After they win they will bo re- 
tired for tho season.” 

Dyer sent a young Austrian lad named Liner 
over with Vandnsen, with tho idea of placing him 
with a stable in this country. Dyer wants Liner to 
ride here for a year or- so to learn the American 
style. Liner is a bright-looking chap, and can do 
as light as eighty-five pounds. Ho rode two win- 
ners on tho other side, and Vandnsen pronounces 
him a capable lad. 

Jack Keene, tho Kentucky trainer, who has not 
mot with good fortune in Russia and is homo for 
the winter, has bought of W. M. Jackson, of this 
city, tho good race mare Miss Conrad, five years 
old, by Conrad— Miss Caveland, by Finis. He has 
also bought of R. G. Bolich tho six-year-old mare 
Rival Dare, by Only Dare— Mollie Jones, by Re- 
venge. Both are well known race mares and they 
will be bred to Braw Lad this spring.

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GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Henry McDaniel, the speedy two-year-old wkieh 
finished third in the Inananral and has since won 
two races, is beginninK to attract atteatioa 
A young gentleman of wealth from the east now at 
New Orleans was greatly impressed by the way in 
which the son of Buck Massie took John Peters 
into camp several days ago. He so declared him- 
self to starter Fitzgerald and deputized him te get 
owner Lansing to put a price on the celt. When 
told that Fitzgerald wanted him to name his figure 
for Henry McDaniel, Lansing said : “ It would 

simply be a waste of words for me to set a price on 
the colt. I know that no one around here would 
begin to think of giving me my price. I would not 
take a dollar less than $20,000 for him. People 
might laugh at me for setting such a price, but I 
don’t think there is a better two-year-old in the 
country than this fellow. I know what he is and 
what he can do. He has shown me three-eighths in 
34 seconds with weight up and that’s pretty good in 
any man’s country.” 

The prospectus of the Kansas City Jockey Club 
. and Fair Association, which is to build the new 
Sonthside racetrack, was issued last Thursday, 
The site for the track is announced for the first 
time. It comprises 1384 acres, lying five miles 
south of the center of the city. The association 
will be incorporated for $2.50,000 and will build a 
mile track, a commodious grandstand, a clubhouse, 
stables for 500 horses and such other buildings as 
may be necessary. The prospectus, which is signed 
by Ed Corrigan, the Chicago horseman, and six 
wealthy Kansas Cityans, four of them bankers and 
five of them millionaires, states that it is the desire 
of the incorporators that as many of the people of 
Kansas City as wish shall have an interest in the 
matter and for this purpose the stock is open for 
1 subscription at the leading banks. 

"The company,” says Mr. Corrigan and his asso- 
ciates, "will be incorporated at once, and there will 
also be organized a Fair Association, which will 
give a big fair in connection with the October fes- 
tivities, and in which it is expected all the best 
merchants of the city will be interested. We ex- 
pect this to be a paying investment, and it will cer- 
tainly be operated in a manner which will warrant 
the fullest support of all the people of Kansas City. 
The company will be incorporated for $2 0,0W, fully 
paid up capital and all subscriptions will be sub- 
ject to payment in full upon delivery of the stock. 
There will be no commission and no promoters’ 
stock voted to any one in the enterprise. Every 
stockholder will be on the ground floor.” 



Xd Corrigan has wired Sseratary Clark of the 
Crascewt City Joekay Clnb that ha would ship 
twelve horses from the Churahill Downs traak, 
Lonisvilla, to New Orleans. Inalndad in this lot 
will he Frank Siaa, a two-year-old, which showed 
high-elnss form last spring. Corrigan purchased 
this youngster from his breeder, H. Seoggan. for a 
stiff figure, on the reeommendation of Captain 
Bees. He was taken siek while an route from New 
Orleans ta Louisville, and Corrigan was never able 
to get him to the post in good form. He has round- 
ed to again, and bids fair to make good the things 
expoetad of him. 

William C. Whitney has won this year on the 
English turf only $27, tM, as against nearly $lW,tM 
the year before. Frank Gardner has won $M,7U, 
nearly all with American brad horses. Bichard 
Crokar has won four races and |I,9M, but one of 
those races, the Portland Plats, yielded large ra- 
tnrns to the stable from the betting ring. 

His majesty King Edward has won two races and 
$7,950. Mrs. Langtry, under the racing name of Mr, 
Jersey, won six races and $6,490, Messrs. Jamas R. 
and Foxhall Keane won three races and $3,649. 
Engane Leigh won one race and $$00. 

W. Lane is the English jockey who has ridden 
more mounts this season than has any other rider. 
He has taken part in $10 races, of which be has won 
170, been second 133 times, third 107 times and un- 
placed 400 times. His percentage of winning 
mounts was nearly 21, remarkably good considering 
the number of times he rode. Sir John Blundell 
Maple was his chief patron. 

The report that jockey Buchanan was to leave 
New Orleans proves to be unfounded. Whan inter- 
viewed in regard to the matter recently Buchanan 
said: "I have no idea how the report got out. I 
came to New Orleans to ride all winter and will 
remain so long as my employers, Messrs. Dnrnell & 
Uerz, continue to race their string. The fact that 
I have decided not to accept any outside mounts 
may have led some to believe that I was going 
away.” 

Battiste, the colored boy who rides for Arnold 
& Co., had a bad accident in the fifth race at Ingle- 
side a few days ago. He was on Beana. The mare 
stumbled at the start, but seemed to pull herself 
together and move off with the others. Her legs 
became entangled again and she fell, throwing Bat- 
tista heavily. Ha was stunned, and it was feared 
that he had been killed outright. He recovered 
after being carried to the paddock, and it was 
found that a wrenched knee was the extent of his 
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
